Adams county farm agent, 
for encouraging a heavier set of 
fruit in apple orchards. 
Besides using bees to help polit- 
nization, Mr Hartman recommends 
bouquets of other apple blossoms to 
Leas- help orchards bear greater yields of 
sec re- J fruit. 
Use of bouquets in apple orchards 
when the central blossoms are ready 
to open is an emergency means 
which will greatly increase the yield 
of fruit, the county agent says. 
A 
demonstration in a 20-acre block of 
Delicious 
trees 
in 
the 
Peerless 
orchards in Berks county proved the 
value of this method. 
These trees 
never had produced more than 1800 
bushels of marketable fruit. 
Bou­ 
quets of Fameuse, Rome and Gano 
blossoms were used as pollinizers 
last spring. 
In the fall 8400 bush­ 
els of fruit were harvested, an in­ 
crease of 6600 bushels over any 
previous year. 
Describe* Bouquets 
To be successful in this method 
certain requirements must be met. 
There should be an adequate num ­ 
ber of bouquets per tree; blossoms 
must be placed at the right time, 
and varieties that will cross-fertilize

FLAMES START

A forest fire, which 
broke out j 
about noon today at the Mt. Olivet 
camp meeting grounds near Dills­ 
burg. 
was 
finally under 
control 
Tuesday night after it had burned 
over approximately 2,000 acres of 
fine timber 
land

Thirty men were picketed on the (

watch over the smouldering forest 
and extinguish any fresh outbreak 
of flames.

over

from Dillsburg, Mt. Holly, Bolling 
Springs, Brandtville and adjacent 
communities were engaged in fight­ 
ing the blaze. The Dillsburg boy 
scout troop 
also 
assisted in the 
battle with the flames 
Wind Saves Cottages 
For a time Tuesday afternoon. It 
was thought that several dozen cot­ 
tages at the camp meeting grounds 
and a small 
community 
nearby 
might be razed by flames and a call 
was sent to the Dillsburg fire com­ 
pany to protect them In that event. 
The wind, however, kept the 
fire 
from the cottages and the services 
of the company were not needed. 
However, the firemen stood by for a 
period so as to render any service 
possible. 
The Are, 
which started about 
noon, is believed

caused when a bon fire, to burn
